President of the United States l e, and he 
hereby is authorized to accept volunteers 
who may offer their services either as 
infantry or cavalry not exceeding ten 
thousand men, to serve six or twelve 
tnon hs after they shall have arrived at 
the place of rendezvous, unless sooner 
discharged ; and the said volunteers shall 
furnish their own clothes, and, if cava 
ry, their own horses, and when mustered 
into service, shall benrmedand equipped 
at the expense of the U. States. 

Section 2 . And be it further enacted, 

That the said volunteers shall be liable 
to be called upon to do military duty 
only in cases of Indian hos’i ities, or to 
repel invasion, whenever ihe President 
shall judge proper, and when called int 
actual service and whi'e remaining 
therein shall be subject to the rules and 
articles of war, and shail he in all res- 
pects except as to clothing, placed on 
the same footing with similar corps of 
the United States army; and in lieu of 
clothing, every non-commissioned officer 
and private, in any company, who may 
thus offer themselves, shall be entitled 
when called into actual service, to re- 
ceive in money a sum equal to 
the cost of the clothing a non-commis- 
sioned officer or private (as the case 
may he) in the regular troops of the U. 

States. 

Si c. 3. Jlnd be it further enacted. That 
the said volunteers, so offering their ser- 
vices, shall be accepted by the President 
in companies, battalions, squadrons, re- 
gimen's. brigades, or divisions, whoie 
officers shall he appointed in the man- 
ner prescribed by law in the several 
States and Territories, to which such 
companies, bntalions, squadrons, regi 
merits, brigades, or divisions, shall res- 
peclivelv belong. Provided, That where 
anv company, battalion, squadron, re- 
giment, brigade, or division, of militia, 
already organized, shall tender their 
voluntary sen ices to the United Slates, 
such company, -battalion, squadron, re 
gioient. brigade, or division, shall con- 
tinue to be commanded by the officers 
holding commissions in the same, at the 
time of such tender; and anv vacancy 
thereafter occuri ing shall be filled in the 
mode pointed out by law in the State or 
Territory wherein the said company, 
battalion, squtidrnn, regiment, brigade, 
or division, shalL. have, been originally 
raised. 

That 
the President of he United States be, 
and he is hereby au hortzed to organize 
companies, so tendering their services,

if necessary, apportion the staff, field

Be it anacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the United States 
of America in Congress assembled. That 
the Secriary of VV'ar be, and he is here- 
by, direr ed to cause to be paid ihe ex- 
pen'p-i that have been incurred, and tlie 
-upplirs lb 't have been furnished, in the 
Stales of South Carolina, Geogin, A a- 
bama, Louisiana, and the Territory of 
Florida, on account of the militia receiv- 
ed into the service of the United States 
for the defence of Florida. Provided, 
That the accounts f r these claims shall 
be examined and audited at the treasury, 
as in other cases. 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted, That 
the Secretary of war be authorized to 
can e the militia called out to defend 
East Florida, by Generals Clinch and 
lb rna' dez or the Governopof Middle and 
West Florida, and such other militia 
as have been received and mustered into 
the service of the Uni ed States and re- 
gul ir'y disch rgod, ti be fa d in like 
manner wi h the volume rs and n ilitii 
ordered into .-ervice under orders from 
the War Department.

Let 
your children chose themselves what 
trade or profession they will follow, 
land what they select will generally 
'prove the most advantageous in the 
’end. — But never think a trade too 
humble for your son to work at — nor 
| a profession too important for him to 
acquire. Let every parent pursue 
this course with his children, and we 
| are confident there would he less un- 
happiness and misery in the world. 

You can never force a trade or pro- 
fession upon a child; it must be natur- 
al to him. A disregard for a child’s 
inclination in this respect has often 
proved his ruin, or at least unfitted 
iiim for the duties of life. — Boston Me- 
chanic.

I was an auditor of a part of Mr. 
Wick I iffe’s speech atthe meeting on Mon- 
day last, for the appointment of dele- 
gates to die K inxville couventi >n. Sup 
posing. that the business of the meeting 
might he transacted in a few minute, 1 
was surpri-ed to find the orator laboring 
out one of his o ag winded, tiresome and 
allusive harangues, apparently for the 
promotion of some political party ob- 
ject. 'j’h inks I to myself, tins speech is 
very much out of place. We have come 
here to unite parties in a common pur- 
suit for a great public good. Surely, 
then, party abuse shou'd be avoided. I 
remembered however the character of 
Mr. WieKliffe for a narrow tniu led con 
traded party tnan, and although not sur- 
prised at his course, I regretted that his 
business had not callc'l him elsewhere, 
until the business of the meeting had 
been disposed of.
